DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 8, and 12-14 are canceled without prejudice. 
1 . Claims 1-3, and 5-7 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), 
claims 9-1 1 are, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, Claims 
4, and 9-1 1 now subject to being rejoined. Claims 1-7, and 9-1 1 hereby rejoined and 
fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in Paper No. 8 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-7, and 9-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither the references cited nor the cited references teach or suggest a printed 
wiring substrate and a method of fabricating a printed wiring substrate in combination 
comprising: a capacitor element having roughened side surfaces to increase an 
adhesive strength between the capacitor element and resin charged into a mold.
